Common Sense and Pianoforte Flaying. 
Professor Watzoldt, the director for tho 


Eusabethschule (a girls' school in Germany) 
ha. addressed a very serious warning to pa- 
rents and guardians on one of the evils of the 
present system of teaching girls. He points 
out tho difference between tho "musician" 
and the "pianoforte player," and shows how 
far they are from being synonymous, as they 
are often supposed to be. He refers to the 
Illogical practice of excusing children from 
certain subjects of the school course, and at 
the sam« time insisting on long continued 
and excessive exertions at tho pianoforte.

eyes have to suffer, as very small objects 
=>ust bo critically scrutinized, ft--.-quently bv 
artificial light. Tho objects, in order to be 
distinctly seen, must bo brought quite near 
the eye; this necessitates great straining of 
the eye. Tho eyeball being compressed some- 
what by tlio muscles, causes congestion 
which is increased by artificial light in which 
there is excessive heat Rays of yellow color 
aro very trying to the eyes. 


Engravers, lapidaries, watchmakers aud 


sewing girls aro subject to affections of the 
eyes, due to the above mentioned causes. 
They lead a sedentary life, sitting at work in 
a constrained attitude, with the body bent 
forward and shoulders rounded, so that tho 
thoracic movements are interfered with 
This produces consumption, tho cases of this 
disease among engravers and seamstresses 
tming very numerous. Engravers are alsb 
subject to spasms in their fingers, with dis 
cas,o of tho skin on the hands and forearms 


Watchmakers who do the repairing have 


tho nail on the right thumb thickened and 
scaly from their manner of opening watches 
I ho nails on the thumb and index finger of 
the left hand show at the point where thoy 
approach each other "in order to hold deli- 
cate pieces" a worn appearance, and almost 
complete destruction is produced by tho con- 
stant rubbing of the Ala. Seamstresses are 
sometimes poisoned by tho stuffs thoy work 
upon. Many instances liavo occurred of ar- 
senical poisoning in thoso who sewed green 
poods, which is colored with arsenical salts 
A physician of Boston found 8.21 grains of 
it m one square foot of goods. An itehinc 
ecxematous eruption has been produced by 
tissues colored with bright aniline dyes.

river. Thero is not another bouse withii 
t<* miles, and to any but the most experi- 
enced mountain guide the place is inaccessi- 
ble, there being only one small gap thf-ough 
tbo mountains by which it is possible to 
i-eaeh tbo place, for Coney river a short dis- 
tance below the hunter's mountain homo is 
suddenly lost from view and appears above 
ground again miles away on the other side 
of the mountain.

lidltor Dana's Garden. 


' A writer In Garden and Forest pic- 
tures Charles A. Dana's country home 
as ono of the paradises of tho new world. 
It is on a beautiful 45 acre island called 
Doeoris, lying in the Sound, near the 
north si i ore of Long Island. 
1 Sixteen years ago, soon after ho had 
brought The New York Sun to a state of 
prosperity, Mr. Dana bought Dosoris 
and began to make it tho ideal country 
home. Tho whole island la occupied by 
the house, lawn amfgardens. Mr. Dana 
has an especial love for trees, "our 
brothers of the field," as the poet puts 
it 
His trees and shrubs constitute one 


of the most complete private collections 
in the world. They are grouped in such 
a way as to show to bust advantage the 
noble vistas of semi-marine landscape 
that meet the eye in the outlook from 
Dosoris. 


I A sea wall surrounds tho island. Even 


tide mark, growing in the white sand, 
are locust and red cedar trees, verdure 
thus creeping to tho water's edge.

The Slxtb Sense. 


A blind man, W. II. Levy, has written 


a book called "Blindness and the Blind." 
In that volume he says that when he 
stands before an object he sen distin- 
guish whether it is high or low, and 
whether it is slender or broad. In pass- 
ing along the street he can distinguish 
largo business houses from private resi- 
dences. Ho can also tell a continuous 
fence from a. solitary object He is some- 
times able also to tell what kind of a 
fence it is, whether a board fence, a 
hedge, or a stone wall. 


Now, 
tho question is, how does he do 


it? DarkneHS makes no difference in 
this strange sort of perception. A fog, 
however, does. The impressions, what- 
ever they are, seem to reach through the 
fog faintly nnd irregularly, and are not 
to be depended on. 


In some way Mr. Levy feels different 


Impressions upon his face when he is 
passing the different objects. U has 
been surmised that the sound of one's 
footsteps or movements in passing va- 
rious objects was reflected back in such 
a way as to convey impressions of height, 
bulk, texture, etc., but Mr. Levy de- 
clares that it is not sound that guides 
him. On the contrary, extraneous noises 
interfere with the impressions. Still, for 
all that, a faint sound reflected back from 
objects one posses may make a decided 
impression upon tho quick ears of the 
blind. Bail way passengers notice that 
walls, bridges, hills, other trains, etc.. 
post which the car flies impress the ear 
so differently that by the sound alono it 
is often easy to tell what is outside near 
the track. 


Mr. Levy can even distinguish doors 


from windows, unless tho windows con- 
sist of a single sheet of glass. He calls 
the sense by which he perceives things 
"facial perception." Certainly it is un- 
connected with any of the individual 
flvo senses, unless it be that of touch. 
But all the individual five senses them- 
selves may be resolved into the sense of 
touch—perceptions arising from outside 
impressions made upon particular or- 
gans. At any rate, here is an interest- 
ing question for psychologists. 


Man's Spiritual Evolution. 


Professor Alfred Russell Wallace as- 


serts that the Darwinian theory of evo- 
lution is .not opposed to belief in the 
spiritual nature and origin of man. On 
tlio contrary, it is powerfully iu favor of 
it. Professor Wallace writes a book in 
support of this position. Tho work is 
called "Darwinism." 


It agrees wholly with Darwin in ad- 


vocating the gradual evolution of man 
from tho simpler animal forms, up 
through the uuthropoid ape to tho hu- 
man sjieuies. Thin evolution, Professoi 
Wallace thinks, took place upon the 
plains of Central Asia. That tho missing 
lino has never been discovered may be 
owing to the fact that no geologist has 
over explored the basin of Central Asia. 
Hero, then, is a field still left for ambi- 
tious geologists. 


But having traveled tho name paUi 


with Darwin thus far, Professor Wallace 
here branches off. 
Ho affirms there arc 


faculties in tho nature of man that can- 
not be accounted for on the mere theory 
of natural selection, struggle for life, 
and tho survival of the fittest. As illus- 
trations are mentioned the musical, meta- 
physical, mathematical and artistic fac- 
ulties. Somewhere a higher power, the 
spiritual power, has stepped in, and in- 
troduced these into that strange piece of 
work we coll man. Professor Wallace, 
no less scientific than Darwin himself, 
advances arguments to prove his ground. 


The work will be a comfort to orthodox 


believers who, hesitating between science 
and religion, would like to find some 
ground where both can meet.

With such a trust the promoters of the 
scheme believe that the small pooling ar- 
rangements, as well as the throat cutting 
of different railway companies, would be 
abolished. 


Lightning Transit. 


Tho latest invention in quick trans- 


portation is one to take away the breath 
of even this rapid age. A system has 
been adopted by the Electro-Automatic 
company, of Baltimore, by which it is 
claimed that mail and light freight of all 
kinds con be transported at the rate of 
three miles a minute, 180 miles an hour. 
Light trains, consisting of the motor 
car and one or more carrying coaches, 
will bo sent through the country by elec- 
tricity at this fearful rate of speed. There 
will bo no human attendants on the 
train. It will be controlled and directed 
from the generating stations. The rail- 
way track is twenty-four inches wide, 
the motor car eighteen 
feet long, 


and pointed at both ends, to do away 
with atmospheric • friction. 
For the 


same reason the cars fit into one an- 
other telescope fashion, thus giving a 
smooth, regular surface to the air. "The 
malla between New York and Omaha 
will be carried in a night," it is said, 
through this amazing new development 
of man's genius. Special rails are de- 
vised to keep the train from flying the 
track. 
The system has been fully 


tried at an experimental station in 
Baltimore, with a track two miles in 
circuit The train ascends a grade here 
of 108 feet to the mile easily and per- 
fectly. The originator of this stupendous 
invention is Mr. David G. Weems, of 
Baltimore.. It is expected that ere long 
a plan will be perfected by which the 
present steam railways can be utilized 
for electric transit

The new states have opportunity to 


make their constitutions a vast improve- 
ment on those of the old states. They 
can incorporate what are the best ideas 
of the time on fundamental government, 
they can profit by the mistakes of the 
old states, and they can leave out a good 
deal of what has become antiquated rub- 
bish in these because it has been out- 
grown. 


As was to be expected, every crank 


notion that has watered the brain of im- 
practicables for the past few years haa 
come knocking at the door of these 
young states to get into their constitu- 
tiona 


Wisdom in tl.ia case consists in know- 


ing what not to do. Tho United States 
constitution is not a very lengthy docu- 
ment, yet even it has had to be changed, 
at a great cost. In a constitution only 
the organic law should be incorporated, 
tbe ordinances which, so far as can be 
known, will govern the state in all time, 
regardless of changing opinion. The 
model constitution is very short and 
simple, containing no special legislation. 
It leaves to the legislative body the pass- 
ing of laws for particular instances. In- 
deed, our splendid young sisters should 
not forget that England has got on for

years without any written consti- 


tution at all.

A New l'rn|Mirty of Celluloid. 


Celluloid, a substance much employed In 


the making of combs and other articles, has 
been, according to a report lately read to tbe 
Seine council of health by M. Faucher, the 
cause of a rather extraordinary accident to a 
young French girl, who habitually wore a 
circular comb of celluloid.

Tho 
child had sustained such u severe burn on the 
scalp tbat bho had to be taken to a hospital, 
and tho hair, it is said by tbe doctors attend- 
ing her, will never grow again on the scorch- 
ed place.

Blind Fish. 


Professor Ray Lankester, In a recent lec- 


ture at the Royal bstitution, thus attempted 
to account for the absence of eyes In the 
fishes in the famous underground Kentucky 
caves in the following way: A great flood 
carries to the bottom of the Kentucky caves, 
some thirty miles below the surface, a num- 
ber of fish among whose very numerous off- 
spring will be some defective in sight, as 
some babies are born blind, or without any 
eyes at all. The fish who can see some faint 
glimmerings of light will swim away to- 
ward tbat light, while those will remain tbat 
cannot perceive the gleams. This with every 
succeeding generation would occur, the 
stronger in sight swimming away and the 
weaker remaining, and as the breeding would 
therefore occur between those of the wont 
tight fish would be born with weaker eyes 
and weaker until born blind.

Not a Happy Life.

to rooms with long distauro. Her whole air 
indicated culture.

To my surprise she asked for employment— 
for "writing of any kind." Her general air 
of magnificence, combined with her eager- 
ness for employment, so excited my curios- 
ity that after sho had sailed away with a 
charming old fashioned courtesy—one quar- 
ter of which was bestowed upon me—I said 
to my chief: "Who is she?" 


"She is a niece of 
," mentioning a 


former grand potentate of New York city. 


"What!" I exclaimed. 
"She was her 


uncle's adopted daughter; <vhy did not he 
leave her some money!" 


"When her uncle died," replied tliescoro 


tary, "it was found tbat he was uot as 
wealthy as many supposed, and she was left 
with so small on income that it just keeps 
her from starving, I am told." 


LADIES, ALL THE SAUE. 


Before this incident occurred I had often 


been brought into contact with genteel pov- 
erty, and since then many are the facts 
which I have gathered through observation, 
and because of a sympathetic temperament 
which makes me the recipient of humanity's 
joys and sorrows to a larger degree than 
falls to the lot of most women. 
. Having often beard remarks—not always 
complimentary—about genteel poverty as 
represented by poor women, I have jotted 
down the following facts aud impressions: 


The llrst thing this class of women gener- 


ally consider is their personality. 
From 


bonnet to shoe their constant endeavor is to 


be presentable. TTe will begin with tho boa- 
riot—which for tho sako of economy they 
must make, though it may turn out as ugly as 
sin—yet, really lovely are many of their fab- 
rications. A bit of lace, a piece of silk tbat 
was laid carefully away iu view of on emer- 
gency. A rose subtracted from a box of ar- 
tificial flcmrr* tlint have seen much service, 
fciilk, hii'ufuiil luvi duitly put lugi'Llier, and 
there apjwnrs a bonnet that is, of ten on object, 
of envy to moro fortunate women. 


These are the women who not only watch 


tho stores for bargains, but need to, and tb^y 
soon learn with tho keen intuitions of woman- 
hood to innko n dullar go u great ways. They 
find hiM'O and tlioru a few yards of bnvado or 
silk »;lling far below tho usual price; this, put 
with some carefully renewed material, often 
makes a pretty gown that surprises both be- 
holder and possessor. 


"But there is always a failure somewhere," 


plaintively remarked a Cnwid; "lean manage 
the dress and bonnet, but my shoes and gloves 
are never what they should be," she pouted, 
as she thrust out a tiny foot chid in well 
fitted but very cheap slmos. And then i>liu 
put out for inspect ion a hltlts li-md cohered, 
alas, with a rut dm glovi'! "Mj mother's 
creed I cannot follow," she puutingly con- 
tinues; "bhc used to say that a lady could al- 
ways be told by tho quality of her shoes and 
gloves. Of course I am no longer a lady ac- 
cording to that creed." 


But, 
after all, it is tho question of getting 


comfortably lodged for the smallest rent pos- 
sible which most sorely puzzles these women. 
And tlio "hnll bedroom" becomes an im- 
portant factor. 
Landladies have learned not 


to bo surprised v, hen a finely attired lady 
rents her third or fourth story hall room. 
But the dreary littlo room is often so trans- 
foitncd that it becomes a very pretty boudoir. 
Tho bed is replaced by a sofa, cot or folding 
bed. A screen hides the "washstnud." From 
her trunk &ha brings forth treasures—gener- 
ally old, but, after till, valuable as bric-a-brac, 
and soon the landlady stands gazing with ud- 
nuration amidst all their luxury. She lias 
such a tiny income that I will not mention it. 
But, 
when rent, etc., aro subtracted, there is 


but a morsel left lor tho stomach, so that her 
food becomes the least substantial of all ef- 
forts for gentility. 


THE LITTLE OIL STOVE. 


We must not forget tho "oil stove." What 


these women would do without the oil stove 
I really cannot imagine. What wonderful 
puddings, stews, soups, etc., are cooked upon 
btoves often as small as the owner's income, 
and tho recipes of many of these concoctions 
aro not to be found in any cook book. 


I remember, however, rooming once "next 


door" to two lovely ladies, who did their 
small cooking over the gas., though that, of 
course, was forbidden. How they ever man- 
aged to evade that landlady I do not under- 
stand, because she was a hard, sharp woman, 
not easily deceived by womankind. It was, 
perhaps, not quite moral in me to wink at so 
much wickedness, but the wiles of thoso tw o 
women to evade that cross, rich old landlady 
were a source of enjoyment which abides 
with mo still. 


But tho dainty women who will not learn 


to cook because they cannot endure the odors 
in their small rooms have the hardest times. 
I know onco one of those helpless gentlewo- 
men who had drifted to us from foreign 
shores. Beautiful as a dream, with manner 
half proud and appealing, she mademy heart 
ache sometimes. 


I do not suppose that any one, excepting 


myself, ever knew how hungry she often 
was, 
because of her spirited manner. I can 


imagine that she was sometimes almost hun- 
gry enough to have eaten one of her beauti- 
ful white hands. She would livo a wuolo 
week upon "bread and tea," and when she 
could stand it no longer sho would subtract a 
quarter from her savings, then go to some 
clean, cheap restaurant to eat tho nearest ap- 
proach to a dinner that she could afford. 


Again and again another quarter would be 


used until her hunger was satisfied. Had she 
used her oil stove to1 cooking she could have 
lived much bettor tft less cost. 


A ludicrous remembrance is that I have of 


two ladies who were "chums," but wero 
blessed with such small incomes that they 
had to account for even the pennies. Ex- 
ceedingly iutmiato, yet they rarely visited 
each other, though separated but by a few 
blocks, becauao, when together, they wero 
spendthrifts, while separate they could reach 
the end of tho mouth without becoming 
financial wrecks. 


Let them once yield to the fascination of a 


day in each other's society aud tbe stores 
and restaurants soon exhausted then- united 
resources. Like the drunkard with his "one 
gloss more," they were undone, and when 
night came they would mournfully consider 
their empty pocketbooks and broken vows.—
